The* Soviet Air Force soldiers wore golden-border ed 7 ight blue epaulets* The 
students wore a propeller insignia on their epauleti while the students and « 
officers both, wore the air force badge on their caps* An estimated 600 to 700 men 
were quartered in the barracks on the anniversary of the Japanese capitulation.
